The riders who won all year long 
won the California state champion- 
ships last Friday night in the final 
Ascot event of 1965. 

Sammy Tanner climaxed the best 
season of his 10-year racing career 
with an easy victory in the 20-lap 
expert main. Eddie Hammond 
wrapped up the amateur season point 
championship with a record-breaking 
win in the 15-lap yellow plate final. 
Johnny Isaacs won his umpteenth 
straight main event in the novice 
10-lapper. 

Tanner, who won his third eight- 
mile national championship in Sep- 
tember, closed out the season with 
46 wins—14 mains, 21 heats, 9 trophy 
dashes and two semi mains. Ham- 
mond won 28 times—7 mains, 17 
heats and four dashes. Isaacs won 38 
times—14 mains, 20 heats and 4 
dashes. 

Hammond had the roughest time 
of it Friday night, trailing Paul Con-

salesman of the 'Sixties, before he 
became Advertising Manager of 
CYCLE NEWS, long since dispelled 
any illusion that sales in this state 
should drop off naturally at certain 
times of year. 

He points to plenty of local ex- 
amples in rebuttal to those who say 
that the “slow season” is upon us: 
Dan Doyle of Wilmington Honda sold 
9 motorcycles last Saturday; Norm 
Best’s Buena Park store sold 12 
motorcycles last week. Skip Clark's 
sold more in October than ever be- 
fore. Only one dealer (who incidental- 
ly does not advertise in CYCLE 
NEWS) reported sales had dropped. 

Gil is especially irked by dealers 
who close up shop on rainy days. 
“I often sold more motorcycles on 
rainy days than when the sun was 
shining,” says Gil. “Thats when the 
construction workers and people in 
the outdoor trades come in to buy,” 
he explains. 

To simplify the problem of con- 
versing with pessimistic dealers and 
salesmen, Gil has worked out a code 
to interpret negative statements. We 
offer it here for the benefit of others 
similarly irked: 

When a dealer says, “Nobody wants 
to buy a motorcycle at this time of 
year.” He means: “I’m tired of work- 
ing and want to take a vacation.” 

When a dealer says, “The motor- 
cycle business has reached its peak 
and now it’s starting to go downhill.” 
He means: "Ive made enough money 
in the business. Now if I can sell my 
store for more than it's worth, I'll 
retire." 

When a salesman says, “Kids aren’t 
buying cycles these days because they 
are afraid they might get drafted.” 
He means: “I’m not doing as good a 
job of selling as I used to.” 

When a businessman says, “I don’t 
want to advertise my business.” He 
means: 1) "Ive got more business 
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than I can handle and don't want to 
expand." or 2) *I don't have enough 
customers to afford advertising be- 
cause I don't advertise my business."

serriere for four laps before taking 
the lead at the start of lap five. Con- 
serriere, who ended the season in 
fifth place in points, hung on Ham- 
mond’s rear wheel the next eight laps 
before Hammond started stretching 
his edge on laps 13 and 14. 

Conserriere pushed Hammond to a 
new track record of 6:00.42—six sec- 
onds under Hammond’s old mark. 
Eddie wound up with 2,000 points to 
1,806 for runnerup Jim Nicholson 
who finished fourth Friday night. 
Nicholson, however, won more main 
events (14), more races (30) and al- 
most as many heats (16) as Ham- 
mond. 

Tanner also had to come from be- 
hind to win, but he did it quickly 
and shook his opponents with little 


strain. Sammy trailed trophy dash 
winner Dick Hammer on laps one 
and two, moved by Hammer on lap 
three and put more distance between 
himself and the pack than you gen- 
erally find between a frigid woman 
and a blind man. 

Hammer held second through lap 
seven, then gave way to Dan Haaby. 
Hammer, Haaby and Guy Louis put 
on a great duel for second the last 
four laps with Haaby winning out and 
Hammer edging Louis for third. 

Tanner finished 1965 with 2,529 
points to take his fourth season point 
championship in seven years and up 
his career victory total to 297—second 
only to Al Gunter in American Motor- 
cycle Association history. 

Haaby finished second in points 
with 1,789. 


Louis’ hot ride in the expert main 
came after an even better show in 
the semi. He beat Lawwill and Ralph 
White in a wire-to-wire, wheel-to- 
wheel battle. 

Isaacs’ novice main event victory 
was not an easy one. He trailed 
briefly, led after a lap and outdis- 
tanced Ron Kruseman and Glen 
Mounce for the win. 

Kruseman ended up second in flat- 
track and TT points for the year— 
the best all-around performance of 
any rider. Isaacs scored 2,114 points 
this season to Kruseman's 1,191—by 
far the biggest margin for any rider 
in any class. 

Both Hammond the Amateur and 
Isaacs the Novice, came here from 
Wyoming to master Ascot.

JACKASS ENDURO 
BIGGEST YET

It was already warm at 8:01 a.m. 
when the first riders blasted off from 
the starting line at the Wagon Wheel 
Cafe 20 miles north of Red Mountain 


in the Mojave Desert. Every minute 
thereafter four riders set out on the 
long, hard Jackass Enduro until all 
290 entries were away. 

This was the largest turnout ever 
in the 10-year-old annual Jackass run, 
sponsored by the Foothil Hawks 
M.C. Among the notables on the start- 
ing line was Montesa-mounted Dan 
Gurney, the famous 4-wheel racer, 
out to try his luck away from the 
pavement. 

The first loop featured a sand wash 
and sand hill that sent many a small- 
bore down with seizure. One gas stop 
was at Ballarat, an old adobe ghost 
town out of the past. Only four min- 
utes to gas up and then out to the 
second leg of the course—24 miles of 
hairy Panamint Mountains. One sec- 
tion was so bad the average was only 
3 mph. Then down a rock infested 
wash—straight down. Once past the 
point of no return at the top, forget 
it, Charlie; there is no turning back. 

Heavy dust in the last loop caused 
many good riders to get off course 
and only 70 entries finished. Part of 
the course was tossed out when a 
checker had to take an injured rider 
to the hospital, leaving his checkpoint 
unmanned.

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CYCLE ALLEY

A vast parking lot littered with 
dog-eared copies of "Cycle News", 
empty oil cans and wrappers from 
various edibles lay silent and dotted 
with pools of water Sunday morn- 
ing. This was a common sight in 
California. The rains rendered use- 
less many a half-mile of especially 
formulated asphalt; material designed 
to give vehicles traction great enough 
for never imagined speeds in the 
shortest period of time only 1,320 feet 
from a standing start. 

Just such an accomplishment was 
performed Saturday night at Fon- 
tana. Don Smith, on a 250ce Ducati 
performed what many believed the 
impossible. With a great deal of pre- 
cision engine work and a helping 
push from 92% nitro, he turned a 
fantastic 12.54 elapsed time and 114.06 
mph. Not just once! He ran a second 
time to back up what is now and pro- 
bably will be for a long time the 
drag strip record.

Sammy Tanner is still the King 
of Ascot. 

Since the % mile speedway was 
built, Tanner and Al Gunter rank 
together as the only two riders to 
do all the winning of the events and 
the point battles. Sammy is at the 
peak of his racing career and Gunter 
is in the midst of trying to make a 
comeback. Both can be expected to 
race again in ’66. 

With all his wins, Tanner should 
be a happy man. Oddly enough he is 
not. The BSAs he rides at Ascot are 
no longer in production. Parts are 
becoming harder and harder to come 
by. He has no factory or distributor 
backing. 

The Tanner-Axthell-BSA combina- 
tion is the big one at Ascot and has 
been for the last two years. It may 
not be the same three-way situation 
next season. Sammy and C.R. are 
looking for ideas—and for changes, 
if necessary. 

Eddie Hammond took the high 
point amateur award with 29 wins 
for the season. This amount is far 
from the amateur win record, but 
certainly Hammond is one of the best 
to ever move through the ranks. 
His four dash wins against the ex- 
perts plus his one main event in the

It was 38 wins for high point novice

Things might have been much 
different without these tuners. 

Ring down one curtain on another 
fine season for Ascot. It was a good 
season for 24 different riders who 
won main events. Now begins the 
winter layoff that will offer a few 
TT’s and some new road racing. Also 
Southern California might look for 
indoor short tracking in January and 
February. S
